Applicant traverses the particular grounds for the rejea ions. However, in the interest of 
prosecutorial efficiency applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 1 1 to more clearly state 
the present invention. 

The applicant agrees with the Examiner that Barm* discloses a three dimensional 
molding cap and further that Barnet does not disclose a pilot hdle. 

The applicant notes that the corner joint of the 
cap molding in Barnk is a flush (mitered) joint, not a 
concealed joint. Se<; Figure 4 and Column 4 lines 3 
through 11. Barne t recites that "A corner unit is 
formed when the top edges 12 and 14 of the shell 3 and 
frame 4, respectively, are slanted at forty-five degree 
angles." See column 3 lines 65 through 68.

structure with Barnet cap must then be mitered. 

Barnett teaches a decorative tongue and grove molding 
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which prevents the shell (molding) from being pulled from fhd frame. Further Barnet teaches 
that the shell is slid onto the frame (which is linear) in the direction of the groove. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of claimsl-5, 7-15 and 17-^0 over Barnett, under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) is respectfully requested.
